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* With respect to claim 15, as broadly claimed, Mills teaches a plurality of telescoping piston parts (piston and plunger). In the broadest 
reasonable light, the teachings of Mills satisfy applicant's structural requirement as claimed. With respect to claim 16, the proposed 
amendment changes the scope of the claim now requiring a stationary portion on the actuator. As mentioned in the previous office action, 
the 'saucer' of Cantrell has rounded corners. The claim languaged as broadly read did not previously require the saucer to extend in a 
curve substantially completely around the axis, but rather required the saucer to have a curved radially outer portion, the saucer extending 
around the axis. 
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
